Award Gold Medal 
to Local Playwright 


On Sunday morning the Academic 
Board of Massachusetts State college 
presented Cornelius Ayer Wood, with a 
gold medal because of the three plays 
which he has written and which were 
produced for the first time at Massachu- 
setts State college.

was Margaret C. Dooley, speaking on 
“The Progress of Education in Massachu- 
setts.”” Ruth Hardy, first honor essayist, 
gave an interesting talk on ‘‘The Youth 
Hostel Movement,” and Andrew Innes’ 
valedictory essay was on ‘* Horace Mann 
as an Orator and Writer.”’ 

Horace Mann, who 100 years ago was 
made secretary of the newly-organized 
Massachusetts State Board of Education 
and as such accomplished a great deal for 
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the furtherance of public education in the 
state and country, was the focus around 
which all the talks centered. Miss Sellars 
traced his life from his birth on a Franklin 
farm on May 4, 1796, his early life of 
hardship and sorrow in Franklin, and his 
early education. In 1816 he entered 
Brown, graduating with honors in 1819. 
Miss Sellars then outlined his career of 
public service, including membership in 
the state house of representatives, mem- 
ber and president of the state senate, his 
long term in the state board of education, 
and membership in Congress. Later he 
became president of Antioch college. In 
1859 he died, after accomplishing more 
for American education than anyone ever 
had before and more than anyone prob- 
ably ever will again. 

Miss Dooley traced the progress of

education in this state since its coloniza- | first experience with it in 1984. Today 
tion.

schools, the establishment of Harvard 
college, and the old Dame schools. In 
1645 came the first public primary schools 
and the first compulsory education law. 
Later came the Latin grammar schools, 
the classical schools and more colleges. 
She mentioned the founding of Governor 
Dummer academy in 17638, and then went 
on to the high schools, the normal schools 
and the later special schools. 

Miss Hardy confined her remarks to the 
youth hostel movement which started in 
Germany in 1910, with the aim of provid- 
ing the youth of the nation a chance to see 
their native countries and enjoy nature, 
either on foot or on bicycle. Eighteen 
other countries now have a similar move- 
ment, the United States having had its 


land. Usually the hostels are barns, with 
sleeping quarters either of hay, bunk or 
even feather bed. Any youth may stay at 
any hostel in the world, on a one dollar 
membership fee, for only 25 cents a night. 
Miss Hardy went on to mention the many 
benefits of the plan, which she summarized 
in her concluding sentence: “new and 
lasting friendships, health of body and 
mind, pleasant memories, and a greater 
understanding, knowledge and love of the 
world.” 

Andrew Innes confined himself to 
Horace Mann’s work in writing and 
oratory, the latter of which started with 
his commencement address at Brown in 
1819. His oratorical ability was further

The Rey. Dr. Boynton spoke on the 
great importance of Personality, the 
attributes of which are wisdom, sym- 
pathy, and aspiration. Quoting Alexis 
Carroll to the effect that the development 
of personality is the ultimate purpose of 
all civilization, Dr. Boynton went on to 
tell of the great importance of soul or 
personality since it is the great standard 
by which all the values of life are judged. 
*“Whether or not science shall be a con- 
tribution or a detriment to life depends 
upon the quality of personality which 
uses these marvelous findings of science 
. Unless the economic system ministers 
to the growth and development of per- 
sonality it is not something that can 
stand. .the ultimate judgment that 
will be passed upon the democratic state 
and the idea of the totalitarian state will 
be the judgment that will be passed in 
terms of personality...unless a man 
takes his knowledge and interprets it in 
terms of human personality he has not 
carried it to the place where an educated 
man should take his knowledge”—in this 
way Dr. Boynton pointed out that in 
every realm of human affairs the develop- 
ment of personality is the standard by 
which all other values are determined. 

In defining the attributes, Dr. Boynton 
stated that widsom was the ability to find 
one’s way through life, to chose those 
values that are most precious and to give 
ones allegiance to those things that are 
enduring. Sympathy, he said, is the 
power to enter into the lives of other 
people so fully and so completely that it 
(the soul) can share and can understand 
them. Aspiration is seeing something in 
the future which is challenging and beck- 
oning the soul on to nobler and to grander 
things.
